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Classification Decision: 


Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years.

SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer image file entitled AA 22524b is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The JPEG computer image file is one of a total 280 computer image files stored on a 
Jaz disk and submitted together. The file contains one full colour photograph explicitly 
depicting a mainly naked adult female displaying her body in a manner suggesting her 
sexual availability to the viewer. Script in the image indicates the computer bulletin 
board service (BBS) from which the file has been sourced. The script includes words 
that are moderately degrading to the depicted female. The image file advertises the 
BBS from which it is sourced and a telephone sex line. The image file is intended for 
the sexual stimulation of adult, predominantly male, viewers. 

These factors mean that the availability of the publication is likely to be injurious to the 
public good unless the publication is restricted to adults. Referring to New Zealand Bill 
of Rights Act 1990 issues, this limit on freedom of expression resulting from the 
classification is considered reasonable and demonstrably justified given the content 
and purpose of the computer image file.
